The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 through 24 drawn to a method of delivery, classified in class 438, 
subclass 16. 

II. Claims 25 through 30 are drawn to a method for heating, classified in 
class 257, subclass 9. 

III. Claim 31 and 32 are drawn to a system to process, classified in class 148, 
subclass 95. 



Inventions Group I, Group II, Group III and IV are related as an exposure system, 
method for producing a device, production factory and method for maintaining an 
exposure. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process.
